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Schools await 
new funds from 
reform bill 

County schools should receive more 
than $6 million in additional funds

Lake County legislators have fi- 
nally brought home the promise 
many of them campaigned on last 
election— school funding reform. 

School leaders throughout the 
county will be evaluating the plan 
over the coming days to see how it 
will benefit their individual districts. 
At press time, the impact of the bill 
was not yet known by many area 
schools. 

Under terms of a multi-year edu- 
cation reform plan, Gov. Jim Edgar 
was to sign into law, Dec. 4., Lake 
County schools will receive more 
than $6 million in additional revenue 
next year. 

Officials at Round Lake Unit Dist. 
116 estimate the district will receive 
an additional $2.46 million in fiscal 
year 1998-99. The district should also 
receive $142,000 in the remaining fis- 
cal year. 

The additional money for this 
year comes from an increase in the 
foundation' level per student. That 
level will raise to $4,100 this year and 
to $4,425 yearly by FV01. 

"I am happy to see an education 
reform plan finally reach the Gover- 
nor," said state Senator Adeline Geo- 
Karis R-Zion) . "So many schools in 
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Illinois need a concrete plan to help 
bring up the foundation level. Not 
only does this plan give poorer 
schools more money this year, but it 
sets up a mechanism to keep increas- 
ing funding, providing more equi- 
table funding state wide." 

The plan also includes a $1 .4 bil- 
lion school construction bond pro- 
gram which includes $300,000 for 
projects already approved in local ref- 
erendums and $1.1 billion for new 
projects. Under the program, the 
state will contribute 35-75 percent to 
a project. 

To qualify for the program school 
districts must meet minimum enroll- 
ment figures. Seventeen local school 
districts qualify for the program in- 
cluding the county's poorest districts 
such as Round Lake, Waukegan, 
North Chicago, Zion and Wlnthrop 
Harbor. 

Rep. Mark Beaubien (R-Barring- 
ton) had lobbied hard for the school 
funding reform package and worked 
intensely with the Round Lake aiea 
schools to assist them with funding 
programs. . 

The first-term representative 
called the measure a "great accom- 
plishment" that will have tremen- 
dous benefit for the Round Lake area 
schools. 

"This isn't a perfect bill," said Rep. 
Corrine Wood (R-Lake Forest). There 
are other issues that need to be ad- 
dressed including property tax relief 
for homeowners." 

"No, it isn't perfect, but it is the 
most substantial reform we have had 
for school funding in years," Geo- 

Robert Churchill (R-Lake Vil- 
la) had been a key member of the 
House committee working on the 
school funding reform bill.

It is the only site for basic 
training in the U.S. Navy. 

The statue was dedicated on Hal- 
loween. It was paid for through funds 
raised by Weeks and other members 
of the Illinois State Navy League, a or- 
ganization comprised of civilians 
who support the Navy and its mission 
and work to educate the general pop- 
ulace about the role of defense in 
America. Weeks is the current state 
president. 

"The Lone Sailor stands for the 
Navy's core values— honor, courage 
and commitment," Weeks said. 
"When a new recruit looks at the 
Lone Sailor, they should see the his- 
tory of the organization for which 
they are training. They should see 
that they are never alone— they step 
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into the footsteps of a tradition. If 
used properly ... it is an invaluable 
tool for them to have." 

Weeks, who had never ran a 
fundraising campaign before, raised 
more than $400,000 to bring the stat- 
ue to Great Lakes since the idea was 
finalized in May. The construction of 
a second Lone Sailor statute was the 
dream of Hank McKinney, president 
and CEO of the Navy Memorial in 
Washington D.C., site of the first 
Lone Sailor. McKinney, a retired ad- 
miral, wanted the statute to serve as 
an inspiration to recruits. 

McKinney was in the Chicago 
area in late February of 1997 and 
Weeks was introduced to him 
through Mack Gaston, retired admi- 
ral and former commander of Naval 
Training Center, Great Lakes. Gas- 
ton was leading the training center in 
1993 during the Congressional hear- 
ings on base closure. Weeks was vice 
chairman of VOICE— the citizens' 
committee which worked to save 
Great Lakes from closure. 

"They came back May 1 with a 
sketch," Weeks said. "I have never 
learned to say no, so the next day I 
began to raise the $400,000 needed 
to construct the statue. It was a leap 
of faith. Before anything was done, 
the dedication date was 'cast into 
bronze.'" 

Weeks said he also stepped up 
because he knew if he didn't the 
Lone Sailor was not going to happen 
and he believed in the cause. 

!il!|ve been fortunate in business 
to be in a position to be able to de- 
vote time to projects such as these," 
tiie insurance man said. 

Weeks, who was president of the 
Lake County Council of the Navy 
League last year, had met a couple 
who ran a landscaping firm, at a Toys 
for Tots Christmas party hosted at 
his home. 

Adrian Aldrich of Gurnee is a 
Marine veteran who served in Viet 
Nam. 

"I saw his Marine Corps tie-tack, 
he uses it as a money clip, and we hit 
it off. A Marine is always a Marine," 
Weeks said. Adrian and his wife, Sue, 
did all the landscape work and de- 
sign. 

"I knew he would appreciate the 
significance of the Lone Sailor," 
Weeks said. "And, he did." 

The Grainger Foundation was 
the largest financial contributor to 
the Lone Sailor project. Other con- 
tributors were; the cities of North 
Chicago, Waukegan and Gurnee, 
the Great Lakes Credit Union, 
Armed Forces National Bank and 
the Lake County Economic Devel- 
opment Commission. 

"One tiling that happened dur- 
ing the base closure process is that 
the political and business leader- 
ship of Lake County developed a 
real understanding of the value in 
human terms of the base and the 
economic impact it has on the 
county," Weeks said. 

Weeks believes the Lone Sailor 
will continue to instill in Navy re- 
cruits the sense of values which the 
Marine Corps instilled in him in the 
late 1960s. 

"It represents a value, some- 
thing beyond yourself. When a kid 
stands on that plaza looking at the 
statue it will be an emotional expe- 
rience in which he will first feel he 
is an important part of this big or- 
ganization called the U.S. Navy. He 
has to do his job as good as he can 
to be part of the finest Navy on the 
face of the earth," Weeks said. " 
That place will be special to the 
Navy."

Hodgepodge tone 
won't be eliminated 

Tuesday's vote in Springfield on educational and school 
funding reform should not be looked upon with gloating or 
despair, depending on your personal bias as to how Illinois 
funds and operates its public schools. 
As long as Illinois exists as a state with three separate and distinct 
entities— downstate, suburban collar counties and Cook County- 
there always will be plenty of politicking and posturing going into 
the process of raising money and setting standards for education. 
How could legislators representing such dissimilar interests operate 

any differently? 
One of the interesting things coming out of the latest go around is 
that the players in the on-going drama and the issues became more 
clearly identified than ever. Whoever would have thought that the 
teachers unions would ally themselves with the likes of the tobacco 
lobby and riverboat gamblers to oppose funding and reform that 
found favor in both political parties? But that's exactly what hap- 
pened. 

Even in a helter-skelter atmosphere with propositions changing al- 
most minutc-to-minute, it was abundantly clear that the state can 
produce revenue for education without tapping homeowners heav- 
ier or exacting more tribute from the general populace in the form 
of an income tax hike. The most disingenous argument of all was 
advanced by the riverboat gaming industry in the claim that it could 
produce S70 million in additional taxes as opposed to a plan pro- 
ducing $58 million— if docking and greater customer access would 
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Despite all the rhetoric, unmistakable trends are In sway to end 
lifetime teacher tenure, open up classrooms to teaching profession- 
als from other fields, force local school boards to deal with the reali- 
ties of charter districts, strengthen learning standards like "no pass, 
no play." All these indicators are encouraging. 
The General Assembly showed healthy signs that it can provide 
special funding for classroom construction for school districts over- 
whelmed by urban sprawl. Some of the districts are here in Lake 
County. Assembly members have a weathered eye on necessary 
foundation levels, the underpinning for all state funding programs. 
Need for educational reform won't be solved in one swoop nor will 
the complex way school funds are provided be reduced to a simple 
formula. Sometimes the dialog is disgusting, but we're not dis- 
mayed that the debate is ongoing. That's a reality in a state like Illi- 
nois with so many disparate components. 
Get ready for the next round.

Build now for Dist. 128 future enrollment 



Let's be honest with the tax- 
payers of District 128 and 
ourselves. District 128 and 
the referendum committee 
distributed several pieces of litera- 
ture that said the total enrollment 
of LCHS is expected to reach 3,600 
students by the year 2005. Rick 
Friedenberg noted in an article 
published May 22, 1997 that the 
student population is expected to .

In literature distributed at 
the August Wednesday night 
workshops it was written that Dr.

Committee gets reports on entertainment village 



The Village of Gurnee's Blue Rib- 
bon Committee received details 
about the impact of the proposed Six 
Flags Entertainment Village on 
transportation issues and infrastruc- 
ture on Nov. 25 at the Gurnee Village 
Hall. The reports, prepared by Metro 
Transportation Group, Inc., of 
Hanover Park, and by Manhard Con- 
sulting, Ltd., of Vernon Hills, provide 
a comprehensive look at how the 
136-acre development will affect the 
Village of Gurnee. 

Prism Development Company 
was directed by the Village of Gurnee 
to create a master plan for use of the 
land located directly across the Tri- 
State Tollway from Six Flags. As part 
of that plan, Prism evaluated issues 
such as transportation and infra- 
structure in the context of the entire 
community, not just the areas im- 
mediately adjacent to the project. 

"The studies commissioned by 
Prism encompassed considerations 
beyond just this project. For in- 
stance, the Metro Transportation re- 
port addresses regional transporta- 
tion issues as a main priority." 

As part of their evaluation 
process, both Metro Transportation 
and Manhard Consulting were also 
directed to study the project based 
on the maximum possible impact. 

Because these issues were ap- 
proached from such a conservative 
standpoint, the reports offer a realis- 



tic view of how the Six Flags Enter- 
tainment Village will impact the Vil- 
lage of Gurnee. These factors offer 
the Blue Ribbon Committee mem- 
bers and village residents a clearer 
picture of how the development will 
fit into the community. 

In their infrastructure report, 
Manhard Consulting examined is- 
sues such as the local water system, 
sanitary sewer, drainage and 
stormwater detention. They con- 
cluded that the Village of Gurnee's 
existing infrastructure currently ex- 
ceeds the maximum use proposed in 
the Six Flags Entertainment Village 
project. As a result, Manhard Con- 
sulting does not anticipate the need 
for major infrastructure improve- 
ments to support the development. 

The Metro Transportation re- 
port cites traffic issues that should be 
addressed. A significant conclusion 
was the need for the widening of 
Washington Street between Hunt 
Club and Route 21 regardless of any 
new development. 

Phase I of the Six Flags Enter- 
tainment Village includes a 20- to 25- 
acre water park, a destination hotel, 
additional hotels, retail, employee 
housing and the development of 
four pads on outlots adjacent to 
Washington Street. Phase II of the 
development includes an 8,000 to 
12,000 seat multi-purpose events 
center. Metro's report envisions that 



an interchange at Washington Street 
with the 1-94 (Tri-State) Tollway 
would be necessary' to accommo- 
date the significant site traffic vol- 
umes from the events center. 

The financial impact study pre- 
pared by Allen L Kracower & Associ- 
ates, Incorporated was also released. 
This report details anticipated rev- 
enues to the various taxing bodies, 
including the Gurnee, Lake County, 



local schools, etc. The financial re- 
port was discussed in detail at com- 
mittee meeting on Dec. 2. 

The Blue Ribbon Committee 
consists of 26 Gurnee residents and 
is chaired by village resident Victor 
Narusis. All meets are open to the 
public. Plans for a fifth meeting on 
Dec. 9 are underway.
